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AMBULANCE chiefs 
have banned their new 
fleet of emergency veh¬ 
icles from going under a 
railway bridge - because 
they are too tall. 

The East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service has told its 
drivers to avoid the bridge on 
the A142 at Ely over fears of 
limited headroom. 

But the decision to buy the 
new ambulances has been con¬ 
demned because valuable 
minutes could be wasted while 
paramedics take longer routes 
and negotiate level crossings. 

Important communication 
antennae on existing vehicles 
were regularly being damaged 
when they struck the overpass. 

Soham residents are con¬ 
cerned ambulance response 
times could increase while 
vehicles from Ely ambulance 
station are forced to wait with 
lorries and buses on the A142. 

Town councillor Tony 
Hinsley, who is also a first 
responder, labelled the decision 
to buy the new ambulances 
“crazy”. 

He said: “The idea to intro¬ 
duce new vehicles that are too 
big seems crazy when the old 
ambulances can happily get 
under the bridge.” 

Cllr Hinsley said he believed 
about half of all ambulances 
called to Soham came from Ely 

He said: “It is perfectly 
possible the trust may have 
rearranged its services by

increasing those at Newmarket, 
so an ambulance from Ely 
never comes to Soham. But I do 
not see how it cannot be 
affected.” 

The new ambulances form 
part of a trust-wide replace¬ 
ment programme and will be 
introduced in the next few 
months. 

A spokesman for the ambu¬ 
lance service said patient care 
in the Soham and Ely area 
would not be compromised. 

He said: “We recently imple¬ 
mented a trust-wide policy to 
bar ambulance vehicles from 
going under low railway 
bridges, like the one at Ely 

“There are two reasons for 
this. One is that the com¬ 
munication antennae on the 
vehicles were being damaged. 

“The second reason is that 
new vehicles that are entering 
the fleet are taller and will not 
have sufficient headroom to 
clear the bridge. 

“In the case of Ely, it was 
deemed safer for all vehicles to 
cross at the level crossing.”

Anger over proposal 
to close two lay-bys 


A BITTER row has broken out 
over plans to shut off two lay¬ 
bys on a busy county road. 

The lay-by next to Ely High Bridge 
and another one, known as Barway 
stopping point, both on the A142 
between Ely and Soham, could close 
to the public this year. 

Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
highway chiefs say both of the 
roadside stops must be axed as one is 
“an accident waiting to happen” and 
the other is beyond repair. 

At an East Cambridgeshire traffic 
management area joint committee 
meeting on Monday, members heard 
that rail commuters have been using 
the Ely High Bridge lay-by to park 
their cars instead of paying for 
parking tickets at Ely Station. As a 
result, cars are constantly pulling in 
and out of the lay-by, putting 
motorists’ safety at risk. 

Members also heard how the coun¬ 
cil was unable to fund the repairs to 
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the poor state of Barway stopping 
point. 

But Bill Hunt, Cambridgeshire 
county and East Cambridgeshire 
district councillor, said he was going 
to fight to keep both of the lay-bys 
open. He said: “Ely High Bridge lay-by 
is used constantly by dog walkers, 
fishermen, commuters and mobile 
phone users, and the Barway stopping 
point is a handy place to pull over if 
needs be. 

“I am not going to sit back and see 
them closed to the public - the answer 
is not just to shut them, it is to spend 
money on bringing them up to safety 
standards. 

“With development at Lancaster 
Way Business Park for example, there 
has never been a greater need for a 
stopping place for lorries and 


motorists, so these must stay open.” 

But John Richards, the county 
council’s area manager for North East 
Cambridgeshire traffic, insisted both 
needed to be closed. 

He said: “Mr Hunt is entitled to his 
opinion but it is almost certain that 
both of these lay-bys will be closed 
either this year or next. 

“The stop at Ely High Bridge is an 
accident waiting to happen - access in 
and out is extremely unsafe as there is 
limited forward visibility 

“This, teamed with the crest of the 
bridge and the large number of 
vehicles parking there, is dangerous. 

“The Barway stop is not so much 
unsafe but it is falling to pieces - 
vehicles have knocked seven bells out 
of it and we cannot fork out £60,000 to 
bring it up to scratch. 

“We recognise that closing them 
may be an unpopular decision for 
some people but we cannot allow the 
public to use them in any shape or 
form.”

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War memorial to 
get spring clean 

VILLAGERS are celebrating the 
news that an important war 
memorial is to be given a new 
lease of life. 

Wicken’s war memorial, on the 
village green and part of the 
local conservation area, 
currently has a broken concrete 
base. 

But East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has agreed to 
spruce up the memorial and lay 
a new base costing £7,500. 

The work, which will be 
overseen by the parish council, 
is expected to start in the spring. 
A district council spokeswoman 
said: “The war memorial is 
visually important in the village 
and has been part of the Wicken 
Conservation Area since it was 
designated in 1975. 

“It is therefore vital that we help 
keep it in good condition.” 

One hurt in fire 

ONE person had to be taken to 
hospital after a house fire in 
Littleport on Saturday 
Fire crews from Ely and 
Littleport were called to the 
blaze on Church Lane at 4.43pm 
and two firefighters wearing 
breathing apparatus used one 
hose reel to extinguish the fire. 
One casualty was rescued from 
the property before the fire 
service arrived. 

The cause of the fire was 
accidental. 

Teens for trial 

TWO teenagers accused of 
assault in Littleport have been 
committed to Crown court for 
trial. 

Christie Couzens, 18, of High 
Barns, Ely, and a 17-year-old 
youth, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, are accused of 
assaulting both George Goure 
and Jami Hopper on August 3 
last year. 

The pair, who have entered not 
guilty pleas to inflicting actual 
bodily harm, elected trial by 
jury at Cambridge Crown Court. 
The trial will be on February 27 
and both have been released on 
unconditional bail. 

Plans for homes 

TWO planning applications have 
been put forward which could 
see a total of 19 homes built in 
Soham. 

Housing group Taylor Wimpey 
wants to demolish the Millcote 
building on Millcote Mill Corner 
and build six homes on land 
there. 

And Mr and Mrs Clark have 
applied to build 13 new homes 
on land at the back of Station 
Road, with new access on 
Guntons Close. 

The decision on both schemes 
lies in the hands of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee. 

Lorry set ablaze 

FIREFIGHTERS were called to a 
lorry on fire on Sunday 
The incident happened in a lay¬ 
by off the A10 in Stretham, near 
the Lazy Otter pub. 

A fire crew from Cottenham 
attended the scene and two hose 
reels were used to extinguish the 
blaze, which is believed to have 
been started deliberately in the 
cab of the HGV 
A fire investigation will take 
place to confirm the cause. 

No one was hurt.

Lunchtime reward for good pupils 


A PRIMARY school in Ely has 
come up with a way of 
encouraging good behaviour 
among its pupils. 

St Mary’s Junior School, in 
High Barns, has introduced 
the Play Pals scheme, which 
sees youngsters who behave 


well eating at a “high table” at 
lunchtimes. Instead of 
punishing bad behaviour it 
encourages children to 
behave well at school by 
rewarding them. 

The pupils even invited 
James Paice, MP for South 


East Cambridgeshire, for 
lunch at the high table. 

He said: “This scheme is a 
fantastic example of 
promoting good behaviour 
rather than discouraging bad 
behaviour. I thoroughly 
enjoyed my lunch.” 


A MUCH-LOVED cult¬ 
ural hub of the comm¬ 
unity is to reopen its 
doors to the public next 
month. 

Ely residents used to flock 
to The Maltings, on the city’s 
riverside, for all sorts of 
events including exhibitions 
and parties. 

The historic building also 
used to house the popular Ely 
Cinema and would be hired 
for major events such as 
weddings and reunions. 

But arts lovers and 
residents were in uproar 
when the East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council-owned 
venue had to be closed in May 
2008 for essential repairs. 

A temporary venue for the 
cinema could not be found 
and campaigners said arts in 
the region seriously suffered. 

But more than four months 
after a promised opening 
date, it has been confirmed 
that The Maltings will be 
back in full-swing in March, 
just in time for the Easter 
holidays. 

The building is to be 
equipped with first-class 
catering, conferencing and 
banqueting facilities, as well 
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as regular cinema nights and 
a wide range of community 
events. 

Compass UK’s division 
Leiths, which also runs 
venues such as London’s 
Olympia, has been appointed 
to manage the centre. 

District council leader Fred 
Brown said: “Everyone has 
their own special memories of 
The Maltings, whether it be 
going to a wedding, the 
cinema or a dance so it was 
very important to make sure 
that whoever was coming in 
to run the building made a 
real commitment to the 
community 

“The next few years are 
going to be extremely exciting 
down on the riverside and I 
firmly believe that The 
Maltings will be at the heart 
of it all.” 

It is believed about £300,000 
is being spent on the reno¬ 
vation and that Arts Devel¬ 
opment in East Cambridge¬ 
shire (ADeC) will be running 
its Ely Cinema programme 
from the building. 


Traders angry 
at poor CCTV 


FRUSTRATED business owners 
are calling for action over Ely’s 
“useless” CCTV system. 

Traders say CCTV is not being 
used effectively to combat 
window-smashing and anti¬ 
social behaviour being directed 
at business premises. 

In the Christmas week last 
year alone there were more than 
three shop windows smashed, 
including Savers in The Clois¬ 
ters, and Rayment Butchers and 
Balti King, in Market Street. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chair¬ 
man of Ely Traders’ Asso¬ 
ciation, says there needs to be a 
thorough review of the CCTV 
system and police need to use it 
more to tackle crime in the city. 

Mrs Griffin-Singh, who owns 
Griffin’s Country Store on 
Forehill, said: “It is obvious that 
when shop windows are 
smashed the cameras are never 
looked at. 

“I have had windows smashed 
before and have been told that 
because they happened over¬ 
night, the police cannot take the 


time trawling through hours of 
footage. 

“We need CCTV cameras to be 
reliable and used to combat 
crime not just for show and, to 
be quite frank, useless. 

The cameras cost £50,000 a 
year to run and are managed by 
the City of Ely Council. 

Cllr John Yates, leader of the 
city council’s CCTV steering 
group, said: “The present CCTV 
system is going to be completely 
reviewed in the early part of 
this year. 

“It is clear that there is con¬ 
cern from business leaders about 
how it is being used and that is 
something we do need to address. 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman insisted that 
CCTV is always looked at if a 
crime is reported. 

She said: “CCTV images are 
regularly used to trace offenders 
and witnesses to crimes. 

“If a crime or suspicious 
incident has been reported, 
police will always check to see if 
it has been captured by CCTV” 


Bungalow plan for church hall 


A CHURCH hall at the centre of 
a controversy could be sold to a 
local businessman after being 
put back up for sale. 

Soham Church Hall, in the 
town’s High Street, closed last 
year and campaigners have 
been fighting to keep it open as 
a community hall ever since. 


But Colin Murfitt, owner of 
local building firm C J Murfitt 
and chairman of Soham Town 
Rangers Football Club, has put 
in an offer on the site - with the 
intention of building bung¬ 
alows for the elderly there. 

Protesters will hear if the 
offer is accepted by the spring.

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Village college teacher 
jailed for sexual assault 


A TEACHER who sexually 
assaulted a pupil he was 
mentoring has been jailed 
for two-and-a-half years. 

The abuse happened when Gary 
Lewis, of Leicester Drive, Hadden- 
ham, was working at a village 
college near Cambridge in 1999. 
However, it only emerged after he 
was convicted of emailing porno¬ 
graphic images to a child, in 2007. 

Cambridge Crown Court heard 
Lewis, 35, who was also a football 
referee, arranged to take a 16-year- 
old student he had been advising 
out in Cambridge, after he finished 
his exams. 

Mara Maciejowski, prosecuting, 
said Lewis picked the boy up from 
home and the pair ate and drank 
alcohol together, before going back 
to Lewis’s home. 

There, Lewis started hugging and 
sexually touching the boy after 
they changed for bed. 

Lewis ignored his pupil’s protests 
and sat on his chest, attempting to 
kiss him on the mouth and to make 
him perform a sex act. The boy, now 
25, broke free and ran out of the 
house. 

He found it difficult to have 
sexual relations after the abuse and 
was nervous about playing football 
because Lewis was a referee - of¬ 
ficiating at games up to Champion¬ 
ship level. 

But he did not make a complaint 
until Lewis’s three-year community 
order for sending graphic photos to 
a 14 year old was reported in 2007. 

Lewis had pleaded guilty to 
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indecent touching, and also 
admitted three similar offences 
committed when he was 14 and 
living in Bassingbourn. 

The court heard Lewis had 
introduced an 11-year-old boy to a 
“game” where they sexually 
touched each other in 1987, and it 
continued until 1990, when the 
younger child moved away. 

Mrs Maciejowski said the victim, 
now 31, did not understand what 
was happening at first but later 
pushed him away, and needed 
counselling in his 20s. 

Nick Doherty, mitigating, said 
Lewis had “lost everything” and 
added his guilty plea meant his 
victims did not have to testify. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth jailed 
Lewis for two years for the pupil’s 
assault, which he described as a 
serious breach of the victim and 
his parents’ trust. 

He jailed him for six months, 
concurrently, for his teenage 
crimes, and another six months in 
re-sentencing for the email 
offences, to be served consecutively. 

Judge Haworth said it was now 
clear Lewis had been “grooming” 
in the case of his previous 
conviction. 

Lewis, who later worked at other 
colleges in the area, is banned from 
working with children for life, and 
will remain on the sex offenders’ 
register indefinitely.

Drug addict 
jailed after 
raid on shop 

A HEROIN addict has been jailed for 
two months after he stole perfume and 
other toiletries worth £500 to fund his 
habit. 

Desperate for cash, Dale Madison, 
43, threw a concrete slab through the 
front window of Savers chemists, in 
Ely, on December 19 and grabbed a bag 
of perfume and toiletries from the 
Cloisters store. 

He later sold it to his dealer for £80, 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court heard. 

Appearing via videolink from HMP 
Bedford, Madison, who is currently on 
remand for other offences, pleaded 
guilty to one count of theft, as well as 
another for causing £500 damage to 
the window. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said 
Madison, of Deacons Close, Ely, had 
been swiftly arrested after police used 
CCTV footage to identify him. Blood 
found at the scene was also linked to 
him using DNA evidence. 

He said: “He explained to police at 
the time of the offence he had been 
taking medication, but had lapsed and 
gone back to using heroin. His habit 
was costing him £40 a day.” 

Nick Barnes, mitigating, said: “This 
was a smash and grab raid - there was 
no planning or sophistication in this 
offence.”

“She admits it is wrong but 
says it was an emergency and 
she could not let her brother 
get beaten up, hence she got in 
her mother’s car and drove 
from her home to Cambridge.” 

The bench heard how her 
brother, who lives at the YMCA 
centre in Cambridge, regularly 
asks for his mother to rescue 
him from tricky situations. 

Michael Judkins, mitigating, 
said: “My client was in bed at 
the time when her vulnerable 
brother called her, asking her 
to pick him up from Cambridge 
as he had got in a fight. 


“Her mother was in bed with 
a terrible migraine and she 
knew she would not be able to 
collect him, as this is not the 
first time it has happened. 

“She knew she shouldn’t 
have done, but she thought it 
was an emergency situation so 
she took her mother’s car to 
save him. 

“My client is a health and 
safety administrator in Ely and 
deeply regrets what has 
happened - she had got rid of 
her car when she was banned 
and was walking to work every 
day This was just a sad, one-off 
occasion.” 

But magistrates added a 
further 12 months to Reynolds’s 
driving ban, which will not see 
her allowed behind the wheel 
until 2010. 

She was also ordered to 
complete 100 hours of unpaid 
work and pay £43 costs.

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Fine for 
runaway 
trailer 

A VAN driver has been or¬ 
dered to pay £500 after 
failing to attach a trailer to 
his vehicle properly 

Gary Mills, 48, was towing 
the trailer along Great Fen 
Road, Soham, when it came 
free from his white transit 
van, careered across the 
road and collided with a 
white Range Rover on 
August 20,2008. 

Nobody was injured in 
the crash, but both the 
trailer and the Range Rover 
were severely damaged. 

Mills, of Black Horse 
Farm, Littleport, had failed 
to attach the trailer clasp 
securely on to the van’s tow 
bar, and when the van came 
to a halt, the trailer brakes 
failed to apply. 

He pleaded guilty to both 
failing to attach it properly 
and driving with it in such a 
state at Ely Magistrates’

Mills explained to the 
bench that he now had to 
adhere to strict guidelines 
when attaching trailers to 
vehicles and that he had 
undergone new training 
since the incident. 

Mills had three penalty 
points put on his licence 
and was ordered to pay a 
£450 fine, as well as £35 costs 
and £15 victim surcharge.

Group blasts 
plans for park 


PLANS for a country park in Ely 
have been slammed as promoting 
“urbanisation” by one of the 
city’s main campaign groups. 

The Ely Riverside Association (ERA), 
which “provides a voice for action on 
local issues”, claims the title Ely Country 
Park is a contradiction. 

Members also say the current 
proposals are simply promoting 
urbanisation in the city and now they are 
urging them to be dropped. 

An ERA spokeswoman said: “There is 
no doubt that Ely needs it green belts but 
unfortunately there is a better solution 
than the present proposals. 

“‘Country park’ is a contradiction in 
terms - once a park, it will be country no 
more. 

“A park will be managed, designated, 
signed, mapped, wardened, probably 
dotted round with car parks and we will 
be told where to go and what to see. 

“Country people want to find their 
own way and to splash around 
unconcerned in puddles and mud. 

“Making a park will just bring 
trampling, traffic, litter, noise and ever¬ 
more disturbance - gone will be the 
solitude and the country” 

The criticism comes while in-depth 
consultation into the park continues, 
with residents and organisations invited 
to have their say 

The spokeswoman added: “If we value 
the fact that Ely is rural, different and

special, we should insist on a solution 
that ensures a genuine balance of 
interests. 

“Would it not be better for the wildest 
area of the park to gain the protection of 
a nature reserve and for the other low- 
lying countryside to be left much as it 
is?” 

The total cost of the park has been 
estimated at £500,000 in the past and 
could see a wildlife corridor through 
Roswell Pits, Queen Adelaide Pits and 
into the countryside. 

But Cllr Mike Rouse, chairman of the 
Country Park Working Party insisted the 
plans were still in the consultation phase. 

He said: “The Riverside Association’s 
response is one that will be taken into 
consideration like all of the other 
feedback we have received during our 
weeks of consultation. 

“As far as the concerns about the park 
being too controlled are concerned I 
must admit I am baffled. 

“Nature needs to be controlled 
otherwise Fenland would be flooded and 
local parks would be overgrown with 
brambles. 

“We aim to have a final report, having 
taken into account all feedback, out by 
the end of March.”

The incident happen¬ 
ed outside the night¬ 
club Club Zest on Fore¬ 
hill after an evening of 
drinking on September 
14 last year. 

Clear CCTV footage 
showed Webster barge 
his way over to Stub¬ 
bing before punching 


him to the floor and 
kicking him from head 
to toe. 

Webster says he 
cannot remember any¬ 
thing about the attack 
and does not know why 
he did it. 

Stubbing lost three of 
his front teeth, which 
will have to be replaced 
by dentures costing 
£2,000 per tooth. He 
also had to have stitch¬ 


es to his head and lips. 

Presiding magistrate 
Dr Christine Shaw 
handed Webster, who 
lives with his parents, a 
three-month curfew 
from 7pm-5am. 

He was ordered to 
pay £4,800 to Stubbing 
to pay for his dental 
work, and costs of £70. 

He must also carry 
out 200 hours’ unpaid 
work.

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Five quit 
in protest 
over court

MAGISTRATES in Ely, 
including the wife of 
the city’s ex-mayor 
Ron Bradney, have 
quit over the “sorrow¬ 
ful” closure of the 
city’s courthouse. 

Five of the East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire bench have 
decided to resign after Her 
Majesty’s Court Service 
(HMCS) announced the 
ancient building was to 
close temporarily on April 1. 

From that date, all court 
cases will be heard in 
Cambridge and the court¬ 
house’s future will be under 
review by the HMCS, who 
will assess whether it 
should close permanently 

But five of the district’s 
magistrates, including Kathy 
Bradney, Stuart Rogers and 
Christina Barnes, are re¬ 
fusing to move to Cambridge. 

Another magistrate, who 
did not want to be named, 
said: “The closure is ab¬ 
solutely sorrowful. 

“I do not think there is a 
need for it and I am not 
going to support it and 
move to Cambridge.” 

HMCS said the number of 
cases being heard at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court had 
declined and that it was 
only operating at a quarter 
of its capacity, hence the 
“mothballing”. 

But the magistrate said: 
“It is rubbish them saying it 
is being mothballed - it is 
not. 

“The court is being

temporarily closed so that 
they can then turn around 
and close it permanently at 
a later date, we all know 
that. 

“There is never a moment 
to spare in that courthouse 
with case listings so I do not 
see how it has come to this.” 

Members of staff, inclu¬ 
ding ushers currently work¬ 
ing in Ely, do plan to move 
to Cambridge. 

One usher, who also asked 
not to be named, said: “I am 
going to Cambridge, either 
magistrates’ court or Crown 
court. 

“I can see where the 
magistrates are coming 
from, though - it is ex¬ 
tremely sad and quite 
frankly, I cannot see how 
they have reached such a 
decision.” 

The final cases will be 
heard at the 19th century 
courthouse on Thursday, 
March 26, and from April 1 
all public access will stop. 

The move comes after 
HMCS was asked to make £1 
million of savings in the 
Anglian region.

Seat celebrates 1,000th Ibiza Eco-sale 


SEAT is celebrating 
having sold 1,000 
examples of its ultra- 
frugal Ibiza Ecomotive 
model, less than a year 
since going on sale. 

The Spanish 

manufacturer believes 
fuel economy of up to 
88.3 mpg and C02 
emissions of just 99g/km, 
making the model 
exempt from road tax 
charges, are behind its 
popularity. 

An even more efficient 
next generation model is 


due later in 2009, in the 
meantime the 1,000th 
example of the current 
generation model was 
sold to Nigel Morgan, of 
Huby, North Yorkshire, by 
Durham dealer SG Petch. 

The 55-year-old 
storage depot worker 
said: “I did my research 
before buying a new car 
and decided to go for the 
Ecomotive because it 
made the most financial 
sense. The fuel economy 
and the fact you don’t 
have to pay any road tax 


were big factors in my 
decision, but the 
environmental benefits 
were also important. I 
also liked the fact that it’s 
a quite a sporty car for 
something so green and 
economical. 

“Since taking delivery 
I’ve been delighted with 
the car. It’s great to drive, 
but I’m most pleased 
about the savings I’m 
making. I used to spend 
about £70 a month on 
fuel but now it’s only 
about £50.” 


A worthy Insight into the future

HONDA justifiably lays 
claim to being a historically 
innovative company 
particularly in the arena of 
fuel efficiency 

So it must sting a little that a 
fellow Japanese manufacturer beat 
it to the punch when it came to 
introducing the first hybrid model 
to really strike it big in the public 
consciousness. 

Honda’s response comes in the 
shape of the second generation 
Insight. That’s right - second 
generation. The first model may 
have passed you by. Launched in 
1999, the compact two-seater petrol- 
electric hybrid sold 17,000 units, but 
only 390 in the UK. 

Ten years later, the world is a 
different place, and Honda believes 
it is ready to embrace the hybrid at 
a rate of 200,000 a year including 
8,000 in the UK, if the price is right. 

The fact that the new Insight is a 
genuine five-seater is a key factor. A 
family car first and foremost, 
Honda has engineered its Inte¬ 
grated Motor Assist (IMA) unit to 
be a considerably smaller affair,

meaning it can be tucked into the C- 
segment body of the Insight with 
minimal loss of space. Interestingly 
it also means the compact package 
can be incorporated into other 
existing models with little fuss, 
giving Honda the opportunity to 
hybrid much of its range. 

In the meantime, the Insight is as 
practical as any of its compact 
hatchback rivals. The wide boot 
may seem a little shallow, but 
there’s additional space beneath the 
floor. Drop the rear seats in a 
traditional 40/60 split, and the 
Insight takes on impressive load¬ 
carrying qualities. The streamlined 
shape does require a low roof, 
however, which means taller rear 
occupants might struggle for 
headroom. Families will find it 
appealing though, with the various 
cubbyholes up front confirming 
family friendliness as a key 
principle. 

Traditional in terms of its 
practicality it also conforms to 
Honda’s, albeit forward thinking, 
styling cues. A combination of the 
original Insight, the hydrogen fuel 
cell-powered FCX and aerodynamic 
necessity, it’s sleek and bold in 
appearance but with little “concept 
car” about it. The Insight fits in 
easily around town. 

Town is where the model is in its 
element. Using a 1.3-litre petrol 
engine borrowed from the Jazz and 
an electric motor powered by a 
rechargeable battery, the Insight 
wafts serenely around town. The 
technology is familiar to most of us 
now: under braking and coasting 
the Insight’s engine shuts down and 


the car’s momentum is used to 
recharge the battery. Use a light 
throttle and the Insight will be 
powered almost silently by battery 
alone; heavier throttle uses the 
engine, assisted by the electric 
motor. The result is performance 
and fuel economy that the engine 
would struggle to achieve on its 
own. 

Visibility is very good despite the 
split rear window, and the highly 
assisted steering has an unnatural 
but not unpleasant feeling about it, 
making it light and breezy to use. 
However, as with the Civic, the 
steering wheel angle may need to be 
compromised to prevent blocking 
some of the instruments. 

Out of town, the Insight behaves 
just like a normal car. The 
streamlined body means it’s quiet 
on the motorway and, although 
performance is not blistering, it is 


more than adequate. The ride is 
impressive too, with likeably firm 
suspension settings. 

In fact, on the motorway there 
would be little to give away the 
model’s hybrid nature if not for the 
hi-tech instrument set-up. A 
futuristic colour digital display 
greets the driver, along with a 
multifunction steering wheel. It’s 
all very busy and initially over¬ 
whelming, but then there’s a lot of 
information to get across. 

With its sights set on strong UK 
sales, affordability will be key. As 
such Honda claims the Insight will 
be the most competitively priced 
hybrid to date when it goes on sale 
in April in three trim levels; SE, ES 
and top spec ES-T. 

Basically 

Honda is certainly coming back 
strong with the Insight.

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IN the wake of the 
news that we are - and 
have been for six 
months - in a 
recession, there is a 
smidgeon of good news 
from the UK motor 
industry.

UsedCarExpert.com, says things 
are looking good for drivers 
wanting to change their car. 

“Flicking through the 
magazine, and comparing it to 
last year’s January edition, 
reveals some exciting facts,” says 
Tumbridge.

“Everything is much cheaper, 
but lots of popular cars haven't 
been reduced, so you can still 
waste your money quite easily.” 

“The savvy buyer, who does a 
bit of research, can pick up any 
number of sporty, chunky, or 
glamorous cars for a lot less than 
they would have cost 12 months 
ago.” 

Here, Tumbridge gives three 
examples worth checking out. 

■ BMW Z4: “Very well finished, 
distinctive styling sets it apart, as 
do the great engines. 

“There’s still a huge Z4 
demand, and values are solid - 
but that should weaken over the 
coming year.” 

Most economical version, the 
2.2, returns 32.1mpg, and 
UsedCarExpert.com lists just six 
fault checks. 

Best used deal? “Last year, a 
2004 Z4 3.0 SE cost between 
£17,000 to £19,000. We expected it 
to drop to £16,000 to £18,000 by 
now, but it’s dropped to £10,000 to 
£14,000.” 

■ Volkswagen Touareg: “Here, 
you get a Porsche Cayenne for a 
lot less. It is a tough and very able 
off-roader, with decent 
equipment, although many would 
prefer the SE specification.” 

Most economical variant is the 
2.5 Tdi, with 29mpg overall, and 
there’s no pre-buy checks listed 
by UsedCarExpert.com.

Best used deal? “Last year, a 
2004 Touareg 3.2 V6 was £17,000 to 
£19,000. We expected it to drop to 
£16,000 to £18,000. Instead, it has 
fallen to £9,000 to £11,000, and 
with average mileage of 43,000, 
this is the bargain of the year - 
saving buyers up to £10,000.” 

■ Mercedes E-Class: “Image 
quality and reliability mean that 
this is the executive saloon with 
the most gravitas. Later versions 
are more affordable, especially 
the big petrols.” 

Most economical model, the 
E220 Cdi, has an overall mpg of 
44.8, and there’re 22 fault checks 
listed on UsedCar Expert.com.
